FIVE CANDIDATES for 
two seats on the Porter- 
ville city council: How do 
you decide for whom you 
will vote? 

AFTER EIGHT years on 
the city council, and after 
twice that long watching and 
writing about city councils, 
we suggest that motive, 
background in _ various 
community - activities, 
business experience, and 
: general  potitical philos- 
,ophies are perhaps the 
‘most important factors to 
‘consider when appraising 
an individual candidate. 

IF YOU can figure a 
man’s motives, then you 
know that man, and youcan 
quite accurately judge what 
his thinking and his general 
action will be as anelected 
official. To honestly rep- 
resent ‘‘the people’, a 
city councilman must think 
first in terms of ‘“‘the 
people’, not in terms of 
his own personal gain. If 
you believe that a candidate 
is more interested in per- 
sonal profit that might ac- 
crue from his position on 
the city council than in 
serving the interests of his 
city and its people, there 
is no need to further con- 
sider that candidate...We 
believe that motive will 
emerge as an important 
issue in the current city 
election campaign. 

HOW DO you determine 
motive? If you have had 
business dealings with a 
candidate, or if you know 
the candidate personally, 
you no doubt have already 
formed an opinien in this 
area, If you have had no 
personal contact, then look 
at the record.

ABOUT KIDS, AS SEEN 


WEST VIRGINIA HILLBILLY 


Our good friend, Buck Shaffer, often brings in copies of a 
pibliastion right out of his old home country — the West Vir- 
ginia Hillbilly. This publication is most entertaining, and its 
humor, its historical articles and its editorial philosophies are won- 
derful. Take for instance the following, from a column ‘called 
The Comstock Load, entitled, "To Spark and to Praise": 

We kid ourselves a lot about kids. Actually a kid is just as 
good as his parents will let him be and just as bad as they will 
make him. Nothing more, nothing less. Two days after the 
Harvard students did to their guest Secretary McNamara what 
they all should have been called home for, not sent, Vice Presi- 
dent Humphrey was on the Mike Douglas television show and his 
rapture for American youth knew no bounds. They are wonder- 
ful, he oozed, there's nothing like them. Oh, they might get out 
of bounds a little, and they do like to fight iniustice and all that, 
but fundamentally they are made of the stuff that made the Veep 
almost weep. Nuts. If ever American youth needed spanking 
they did there and then, and they needed to be told thay the 
only great American right is performance of duty as one sees 
duty and as it has been ingrained by tradition and convention. 
The only rights that a student is entitled to is the right to learn 
and then when he is out on his own and off the check-book of 
grinding-stone nosed parents, he can exert rights all he wants. 
Rights begin with the diploma for youth, and the ones who 
aren't bothering to get a diploma will have to wait longer. 

Rights and freedom are the inalienable possessions of those 
who have earned them, who have learned their values, and who 
will cherish them. And that is what the kid should be taught at 
home and in school. No laboring man has a right to for 
higher wages who hasn't given all he has to the job. No one 
has a right to strike for equality who hasn't tried to be equal to 
the country's best citizen inside. No kid has a right to an edu- - 
cation who doesn’t do all within his power to lighten the burden 
of those who give it. No man has a right to vote who hasn't 
tried to improve society. 

Children brought up on candy instead of vegetables are 
sickly; so are they who are brought up on rights instead of a 
sense of obligation. Children unconsciously cry out for direc- 
tion and guidance and discipline, and when denied, they follow 
their own immature bent. They are like water which is held only 
by strong banks. If an adult can be forced by a government to 
pay taxes, then a child must be forced to pay compliance with 
tested conduct.

city? ‘If he really does, 
the fact will be strongly 
indicated by his community 
efforts prior to the time 
that he announced his 
candidacy. 

NOT MANY people who 
run for city council have 
had much experience in ad- 
ministration of govern- 
mental functions, but if they 
have served in various 
public activities, over a 
period of time, they will 
have acquired a “‘feeling’’ 
for the community. With 
this ‘‘feel of the com- 
munity,’’ and with a sincere 
attitude toward public ser- 
vice, it is not difficult for 
them to move into public 
policy-making - and public 
policy-making is the basic 
job of a city councilman. 


ame 


OF COURSE, business 
experience is extremely 
important. Public busi- 
ness, in some respects, is 
different than private busi- 
ness, but the principles of, 
for instance, sound fiscal 
policy and sound judgement 
are no different in public 
business than in private 
business. It is our opinion 
that a prime qualification 
for a city councilman is 
background experience in 
earning a living ina private 
business or profession. 
The person who has always 
been on a payroll is less 
qualified for a council 


seat than is the person who 
has been meeting payrolls 
and successfully operating 
a private enterprise. 

SO, LET’S say we have 
a candidate whose motive 
is public service, whose

background includes ex- 
tensive community work, 
and whose business has 
prospered. Is he the best 
council candidate? Not 
necessarily, for basic 
political philosophy must 
be considered. And howdo 
you appraise a candidate’s 
basic philosophy? Well, 
you can ask him, you can 
listen to what he says about 
specific issues, you can 
read his platform, you can 
again look at the record, 
the record of his past 
political activities and as- 
sociations. If his “‘pol- 
itics’’ is essentially the 
same as yours, then he’s 
your man. If his “‘politics’”’ 
is essentially opposed to 
yours, then he is not your 
man, even though he has 
the other qualifications. 
ADD TO all this an ap-

praisal of a candidate’s 
hide. If he does not have a 
tough hide, he is not the man 
for the office. 

NOW, LET’S assume that 
you take the upcoming 
Porterville city election 
seriously, as you should. 
Let’s assume you do ap- 
praise the five candidates 
on the basis we suggest, 
or on some other logical 
basis. We would guess that 
you will not come up with 
the ‘‘perfect’’ candidate. 
No one candidate will be 100 
per cent good or bad when 
you add up his qualifica- 
tions or lack of qualifica- 
tions. Your final choice 
must be made on a basis 
of who you consider the 
best man that is available 
to you.
